. CHIEF ENGINEER’S OFFICE, 
Rochester, N. H., Feb. 24, 1872. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Rochester. 


GENTLEMEN: In compliance with the statute, I here- 
with respectfully present to you my annual report of 
the condition of the Fire Department for the year end- . 
' ing February 24, 1872—comprising the number of men 
in the several companies, and the apparatus, Reservoirs 
and Hydrants, with the losses by fire, amount of re- 
pairs, together with other items of interest to the 
town. 

The condition of the Department, I am proud to 
say, is improving. Much has been done the past year . 
and much more 1s necessary to be done the coming 
year, to make it sufficiently efficient to meet the press- 
ing wants of the increasing community, the erection 
of “buildings and the increase of merchandise, particu- 
Jarly in the tree villages. , 

There are four Hand Engines, one Hook and Ladder 
Carriage, and one Hose Company, viz: 


Cochecho Engine No. 1, Rochester Village. 
Torrent Engine No. 2 2 A Sf 
Tiger Engine No. 3, Gonic “ 
Torrent Engine, No. 5, East Rochester ‘ 
Resolute Hook & Ladder, No. 1, Rochester of 
Pioneer Hose Company, No.1, “ or 


Cochecho No. 1 Engine is in perfect order, having 
been. recently repaired and painted. 

Torrent No. 2 Engine wants little repairs. 

Tiger No. 3 Engine is an old machine, having been 
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in use nearly forty years; not sufficient for the wants 
of the present demands. A new or better Engine is 
necessary for Gonic Village. ‘ 

Torrent No. 5 is in good order. 

Resolute Hack & Ladder No. 1 is new and in perfect 
order. 

ee Hose Co. No. 1. There is. no hose carriage 
for this Company. Hose and other apparatus have 
been purchased, and men appointed to manage the 
hose and hydrants in time of fire. . 

Towers with cisterns under them should be comple- 
ted in Engine heuses Nos. 2, 3 & 5, for the cleansing 
and drying the hose. It will bea matter of economy 
to the town to have such completed. 

There are 24 Reservoirs, 18 of which are’ located in 
Rochester Village, 3 in Gonic and 3 in East Rochester, 
none of which contain but a very limited amount of 
water; any one of which can be pumped dry in half 
an hour hy either of the Engines. : 

There are pressing wants for | larger and better filled 
(reservoir:. They should be’ constructed tight and 
‘large, ar} kept full of water. Some should be con- 
stracted i:nmediately in locations where most needed. 

There are two good and efficient Hydrants in Roch- 
ester Village, the water and power for which are sup- 
plied by the liberality of the Norway Plains Company. 
Five hundred feet of three inch hose have been pur- 
chased the past year, for the Hydrants, and it is be- 
lieved that with said hose and the two Hngines in 

tochester Village two streams of water can be thrown 
upon any buil ding within eleven hundred feet from. 
either hydrant, protecting every business placein Roch- 
ester villa ge, including all the depots and freight hou- 
ses except the Factory of Messrs. HoG.& EH Wallace, 
and the sto 1 of C. W. Brown. 

I also recommend the purchase of more e hose for the 
veral engines the coming year. ’ The several"engine 
houses are in good order with the exception @fwhose 
towers and cisterns andér them) as herein peers stated. 

Anew Hook & Ladder carriage, ‘with ladders and 
apparatus has been’ purchased, according to previous 
vote of the'town, which are in perfect or ‘der, A Hi ose 
carriage is abs olnt tely necessary on which to. ¢arry the 
hydrant hose, I also recommend the purchase of such 
a carriage. 3 
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it is jmportant that a house should be. built immedi- 
ately in which to keep the Hook & Ladder carriage 
and Hose carriage. One house can be so arranged as 
to accommodate both. Irecommend that the town 
take action thereon at the coming annual meeting. 

The large and rapid increase of buildings and mer- 
chandise, and the prospect of a much larger increase _ 
in Rochester, Hast Rochester and Gonic villages, I 
feel it my duty and am warranted in reporting to. you 
that there is an urgent necessily for the purchase of a 
Steam Fire Engine, to protect the taxable property in 
buildings and merchandise from fire. 

The alarming extent of fires in Rochester villnge the 
past year cannot fail to. convince every one of such 
necessity. It is most siucerely hoped that every tax- 
payer will give the subject that gg sip its im-

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In reviewing the general condition of our Schools, 
we are satisfied there is a gradual improvement; still 
we find confronting us many of the objections that 
_ have existed in former years, and many obstacles that 
sare very necessary to be overcome before we can hope - 
to have the full benefits‘so desirable from these insti- 
tutions. We wish it were possible for us to suggest 
something that might induce our citizens generally to 
manifest a deeper “interest in the welfare of all our: 
public schools. 

Order, that first law of. heaven, is. still too much 
wanting to have them what they should be. 

Our citizens will see by examining this Report, that 
the average attendance in our schools has not been as 
good as last year, but the unusual prevalence Of epi- 
demics among children accounts for this apparent neg- 
lect, to a great extent. 

We also desire to call the particular atteution of pa- 
rents, masters and guardians of children, to the recent 
enactments of law compelling children to attend school, 
copies of which we have had printed and posted, and 
so far as possible have kept posted at every school- 
house in the town during the last six months, and ask 
the co-operation of every person to aid the Superin- 
tending Committee in carrying the samé into effect. 

In this connection we would ask the serious consid- 
eration of our citizens to the provisions of the laws of 
the State recently enacted, .enabling towns to abolish 
the School Districts therein, and forming but one dis- 
trict in the town, to be placed under a Board of Edu- 
cation consisting of not less than three persons, who 
_ shall have and exercise all the powers and duties of 
Superintending and Prudential Committees. 

In case the town should not think it advisable to 
adopt the law making the whole town one district, 
vour Committee would invite special attention to. 
the recommendations in their Report of last year, 
in regard to the necessity of better or new school-hou- 
ses in some districts, and the consolidation of some 
other districts, so that the number be less, and conse- 
quently longer sch®ols and more scholarsin what are 
now very small districts and schools. 

We have been notified by y the State Superintendent 
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of Public Instruction, (J. W. Simonds) that a Teach- 
ers’ Institute will be holden at Rochester for Strafford 
County, commencing April 15, 1872, and continue 
through the week ; and we would earnestly request all 
Teachers to avail themselves of the advantages which 
we believe the Institute affords. And we hope all our 
citizens will show that they have an interest in educa- 
tional matters, by giving their personal attendance, so 
far as they possibly may. 

Herewith is presented a tabular statement of the 
several School Districts awd Schools, together with 
such other matters of interest relating to our Schools 
as we hope may be useful. .
